Beginning with the fall of 1926, 
however, a decided change was 
noted. Tire prices had fallen to 
almost unprecedented levels and 
as the tire dealers throughout the 
country had bought only as needed 
during the slow months, they 
found their stocks almost depleted 
and consequently ordered heavily 
for spring delivery. The plants in 
the Akron district felt this de- 
mand along in December, pro- 
duction for the district totaling 
112,000 to 115,000 tires daily, which 
continued threugh January, Feb- 
ruary, March and April. 

April saw the peak of this enor- 
mous production, the month show- 
ing a total of 3,400,000 tires and 
4,000,000 tubes, the highest record 
ever made in the history of the 
rubber city, and the volume of 
business for the first quarter also 
was the greatest ever recorded. 

The first quarter of this year 
totaled a sales record of about 
15,000,000 tires, which was prac- 
tically 5,000,000 greater than for 
the first quarter of 1926. The sec- 
ond quarter also set a new sales 
record, the period showing sales

Washington, Aug. 29.—A model 
code on how to avoid accidents 
due to hazards in the manufac-
